most serious feature of the fire was that 
on both banks of the river lay acres upon 
acres of dry lumber ready for shipment by 
rail and water to the United States and Brit- 
ish markets. 

Tune conflagration worked quickly south, 
spreading east and west as it went, and 
even making some slight progress north 
against the wind. In less than an hour the 
river was reached in several places, and the 


main body of fire was throwihg burning 


masses of sparks across the Ottawa into 
the wharves and piling grounds and yards 
of the Ottawa mills. 
At that fime the fire, Viewed from Parlia- 
ment Hill, looked like a lake of flame and 
with astonishing rapidity the area over 


which the flames were surging rapidly in- 


creased. 

By 1 o’clock the flames were shooting from 
the buildings at the lower end of the island 
in immiense sheets, and within a quarter of 
an hour the whole of that portion of the 
Chaudfere district was one solid mass of 
flames. In the upper portion of the dis- 
trict, the Canadian Pacific railway Union 
Station and the extensive ranges of freight, 
baggage, and other railway buildings were 
on fire and had soon wholly disappeared. 


Wipes Out Mill District. 

McKay's flour mill, Parr's doer and sash 
factory, the great mills of J. R. Booth, 
Oliver & Son's turning mill, Nos. 2 and 4 
power-houses of the Ottawa Electric Light 
company, the Bronsons’ mill, the calcium 
carbide mill, and the various’ machine works 
and surrounding buildings and yards and 
piles of lumber were on fire and in a shert 
time gutted and all except the most solid 
stone structures reduced to ashes. 


Hull Burned to the Ground. 
By this time the Town of Hull was prac- 
tically level with the ground. The

either eaten up or gutted. To give a list of

Half a dozen churches and schools, a num- 
ber of mills, the Hull water works, the Hull 
Courthouse and Jail, the postoffice, the con- 
vent, almost every business place, and about 
1.000 dwellings and shops in Hull have been 
destroyed. Indeed, practically nothing of 
Hull is left but a church and a few houses 
beyond it. 


Bridge Across River Too. 

The Chaudiere bridge, spanning the 
Ottawa River just below the Chaudiere 

Falls fellowed in the wake of Eddy’s mills, 
severing connection between Ottawa and 
the fire-swept City of Hull. 

The burning of the carbide works threw 
@ purple hue into the smoke, which rolled 
in heavy black clouds over the two cities, 
giving the scene the appearance of a vol- 
canic eruption.

Fire Belt Extends Three Ways. 

The fire also devastated the little settle- 
ment of St. Mary's Village. The flames 
spread along the Richmond road, burning 
Martin & Warner's flour mill and extend- 
ing almost to Skead’s mill, some three miles 
_ beyond the city limits. At this time, 6 
0 ‘clock, there was almost a continuous line 
of fire from its starting place at Chaudiere 
Street, Hull, to the St. Louis dam and the 
experimental farm in one direction and 
through and beyond Hintonburg in another, 
a distance of nearly seven miles. In some 
places the fire was more than half e mile 


deep. 

” Progress on Ottawa Side. 
The fire, driven before the furious wind, 
made terribly rapid progress on the Ottawa 
side. The whole of the western edge of the 
city was blazing before 4 o’clock, and Hin- 
tonburg, lying further west, was also in the 
grasp of the flames. At 6 o'clock the flats 
and Hintonburg were practically wiped out 
and 3,000 souls were homeless. 


Fires Start in Residence Section. 

In the meantime separate fires considera- 
ble distances apart had started in Ottawa. 
The first was on Wellington street, two and 
one-half miles away. Then one followed on 
Concesslon street. Blazes were also dis- 
covered at the west end of Gloucester street 
and on Somerset street, two miles in another 

‘direction. These fires worked around the 
southwest section of the city, and attained 
their greatest strength in the residence 
quarters at the south end of Kent street. 


From there the fire traveled west to Bank | 


street, the chief business street next to 
Sparks street in the city, where it was 
checked. 

Hundreds of families in these districts, an- 


, tleipating the destruction of their homes, 
. were engaged in getting out their furniture, 


and every vacant house in the city and all 
open spaces were occupied by the homeless 
before dark, and the people of the various 
nighborhoods were feeding and caring for 


them.

Fire Chief Benoit of Hull is reported dead 
of injuries received.

Proposal ‘for 

The Masons and Builders’ association, be- 
sides making the foregoing appeal to the 
Mayor, listened to a proposal for peace from 
the Bricklayers and Stonemasons’ union. 
President George P. Gubbins of the union 
made the proposal at the regular meeting. 
and was at once referred to the Building 
Contractors’ council for action. The coun- 
cil will consider the proposal today. 

The suggestion makes no definite arbitra- 
tion plan. A conference between a commit- 
tee of the Masons and Builders’ association 
and a similar committee of the Bricklayers’ 
union is requested, and to these two com- 
mittees will be left all questions as to arbi- 
tration and concessions. The hitch doubt- 
less will come as a result of the failure of 
the bricklayers to comply with the condi- 
tions that they first withdraw from the 
Building Trades council.. 

Victor Falkenau, chairman of the Press 
committee of the Building Contractors 
council, said: We are willing to meet with 
representatives of our men, but we object 
to have anything to do with the walking 
delegates of the Building Trades council. 
We will make no concessions to the Brick- 
layers’ union, however, our offer * 
as it was before.“ 

Mr. Gubbins said: “Our union never has 
enforced arbitrary rules, as have unfortu- 
nately some of the other trades. We 
have stated repeatedly that we are unwill- 
ing to withdraw from the Building Trades 
council. We will not even entertain any 
proposition which requires our withdrawal 
from the council, however, until we are relia- 
bly informed “that some other union con- 
templates a similar step.“ 

Rumors that certain members of the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council were ‘contemplat- 
ing withdrawing from the council unless 
the plans for arbitration were adopted were 
circulated during the day. The contractors 
whose names were mentioned—E. W. Sproul 
and C. W. Gindele—denied any such inten- 
tion, and Mr. Gindele signed the request 
to the Mayor for adequate police protection.

We 
have nothing to arbitrate, and if we had we 
would let some one that knew something 
about it settle it. All plans for a settlement 
must be preceded by the abolition of the 
Building Trades council.” 


Temporary Settlement of a Strike. 


A temporary settlement of the strike of, 
the Gravel Roofers’ union was secured dur- 
Ing the day. Seventy of the men who have 
been.on a strike were put to work under 
a special permit issued by the Building Con- 
tractors’ council. Labor leaders declared 
the Gravel Roofers’ Contractors’ associa- 
tion had seceded from the Building Con- 
tractors’ council. 

H. R. Shaffer, a prominent gravel roofer, 
said the gravel roofers were firm in their 
determination to stand by the Building Con- 
tractors’ council. 

A strike which lasted dxactiy one hour 
was settled by the acquiescence of the em- 
ployers in the demands made by the Fire- 
Protective associa- 
tion. The men who are employed on the 
various tugs and dredges in the river de- 
manded an increase of $10 a month in their 
wages. The employers at first refused the 
demand, but after a consultation of an 
hour granted it and the men went back 
to work.

INJURY TO THE CITY IS STATED. 
Martin B, Madden Makes Clear the Tre- 


mendous Loss to Prosperity— 
Other Statements.

The injury that is wrought on Chicago by 
the continuance of the strikes, with their 
attendant violence and loss of income for 
both employers and employés, was the bur- 
den of comment yesterday among business- 
men. 
studied the situation are in a measure re- 


flected in the following s ement by Martin 
B. Madden: 
As a result of the failure of y efforts to reach 


a settlement of the strikes there are today out of 
employment in Chicago more than 100,000 men, 
and to this number may be added 60.000 others 
who are not residents of Chicago but who are en- 
gaged when employed in the production of build- 
ing supplies used in the Chicago market. It will 
be seen that at least 750,000 people are unable to 
enjoy the necessaries of life, In many instances 
the affected families are unable to send their chil- 
dren to school. ‘ 

Every business-house in Chicago dependent on 
the local trade is losing money. Their business 


has been reduced more than 50 per cent. Many of 


them are becoming financially embarrassed. 
Nearly all have been obliged to discharge some of 
their employés, who are willing to work. 

Heroic measures should adopted to reach a 
settlement of the trouble. think it fair to as- 
sume that neither side is altogether right and 
neither altogether wrong. The public has a 


right to expect that the controversy be adjusted, 


because neither party to the contest is more than 
a small fraction of our entire community. I 
think the time has come when the people gen- 
erally should interest themselves in adjusting the 
trouble. The delay will cause a feeling of dis- 
trust among our own people, force a continuation 
of business stagnation, prevent investment of 
outside capital R and drive from our 
midst many of big manufacturing institu- 


Stated for Contractors. 


Attempt to arouse public sentiment favor- 
able to a settlement of the strikes was made 
by some of the contractors, through an offi- 
cial statement.

All interests of the city and citizéns are 
deeply affected, and general suffering is the 
result. Since the beginning of the strikes 
the receipts of our company show a decrease 
of $30,000 a month, and things are steadily 
growing worse. All other business interests 
are likewise affected, and the unemployed 
workingmen suffer most of all. 

RoBeERT McCuULLOCH, manager ‘Chicago 
City railway company—Our company feels 
keenly the effect of the strikes by a 
falling off in the receipts. During the last 
two months we have been behind the aver- 
age for the corresponding time of the year 
and that means a great deal, because under 
normal conditions there is always a natural 
increase at this time. 

J. T. HARAHAN, Second Vice President 
Illinois Central railroad—The strikes have 
a serious effect upon the business inter- 
ests of the city. The gailroads feel the ef- 
fects, but not so much as the purely local 
business interests. This is owing to the 
fact that the times are generally prosperous 
and the strikes confined to tHis.city, It is 
desirable in the interests of the city that 
an end be made to the present difficylties.

§¢eheol ton Hawkeye the school U- 
Libraries brary bill passed by the 
im Iowa. Iowa Legislature is more 


4 general in its scope than 
was at first supposed. It is made man- 
Gatory upon country school districts to 
get aside annually from 5 to 15 cents 
for each child of school age in the dis- 
trict for the purpose of purchasing books for 
the library. While the school is in session 
the library is to be kept in the schoolhouse, 
but during vacation it is to be placed in the 
hands of some person selected by the board, 
which makes it in effect a circulating library, 
and the bill states that the books may be 
loaned to others than school children. It 
has been suggested that the country stores 
may be used as headquarters in vacation, 
and the proprietors of these establishments 
are eager to grant the accommodation be- 
cause of the trade the library would bring. 
The law limits the purchase of books to a list 
to be selected by the State Board of Educa- 
tional Examiners. This board is already at 
work choosing a list which is to be numerous 
enough and catholic enough to suit every 
one’s taste, although at the same time exclud- 
ing anything that might be objectionable 
and not leaving the way open for stocking up 
‘with campaign literature. The board ex- 
pects to gain much assistance from the ex- 
perience of Wisconsin, and members have 
been in correspondence with officials in that 
Btate. Nearly all of the Iowa cities and towns 
now have school libraries, many having 
a@vailed themselves of the law permitting 
boards of directors to spend $25 annually 
for the purpose and being aided by contribu- 
tions by the women’s clubs of their locall- 
ties, most of which have taken great interest 
in the matter. In the rural districts, how- 
ever, where there are fewer private libraries 
and no influential women's clubs, there have

STOP THIS LAWLESSNESS. { 
For the third time death has been the 
unexpected result of deliberate violence 
practiced against non-union men who wish 
to work. In the meantime scores of those 
men have been assaulted and many serious- 
ly injured. The latest killing of a union 
picket is what might have been expected 
in view of the arbitrary and violent tac- 
It is in- 
evitable that there will be occasions when 
men will not quietly submit to assault 
at the hands of union pickets or of thugs 
apparently employed for the purpose of 
intimidating those who do not happen to 
belong to unions and who claim the right 
to work, which is one of the fundamental 
rights of man. It is inevitable if these 
assaults are not stopped that those ex- 
posed to assault will defend themselves 
at all hazards. | 
The assault attempted by Picket Miller, 
which resulted in his death, was aggravated | 
by the fact that he was not a member of 
any union interested in the business car- 
ried on by the firm whose employés he 
was hing and attacking: If the police 
authorities are correct in their statements 
he was simply a thug with a frequent bride- 
well record, and his companions were not 
much better. Only one of them had had any 
connection with the establishment whose 
superintendent was attacked. The man 
who was shot could not plead that his job 
had been taken away from him by non- 
union men. It looks much as if he had 
been hired to do picket duty. If the facts 
concerning his case have been correctly 
reported, there will be no regret over the 
fate which finally overtook him. It was 
not to be expected that such a man could 
go on with impunity assaulting non-union 
men without meeting sooner or later with 


some one who-would not submit to such 


treatment and who would defend himself 
even at the cost of the life of the hired 
thug. If ever a man was justified in shoot- 
ing, Mr. Baster was, provided always his 
account of the affair is accurate. 

When Picket Miller and his gang stopped 
Baster and his two comrades and notitied 
them that they could go no farther until 
“this thing is settled,” he little dreamed 
that Baster might do some of the settling. 
None of his many previous victims had 
acted in that way. That incident, however, 
is settled in a harsh way, but one which 
was invited by the violent tactics adopted 


| by some labor agitators, for, as the Chief 


of Police says, men who wish to work are 
now compelled to carry weapons for pro- 
tection and the time has come and it will 
come again, if these tactics are not aban- 
doned, when these weapons will be used. 
It is time now that violence of this kind 
should be stopped, and stopped at once, and 
the peaceable citizens of Chicago will hold 
the police authorities of the city responsi- 
ble for its stoppage. There is not a day 
when these assaults are not committed, 
most of them in broad daylight, and many 
of them right under the eyes. of the police. 
It is an encouraging sign that the Chief 


of Police at last has #écognised the criminal 


neglect of his subordinates and has issued 
a peremptory order, which is in the nature 
of a severe rebuke to his officers, notifying 
them promptly to arrest and vigorously to 
prosecute all offenders against the public 
peace and the rights of workingmen. The 
order is emphasized by the recent official 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel, declar- 
ing that non-union men have the right to 
work and that union pickets and walking 
delegates have no right to interfere with 
them. A joint commission of Aldermen 
and citizens will try 40 find some way 
of settling the present controversy be- 
tween the contractors and the building 
trades unions. It is to be hoped it will 
succeed, but the first thing to be done is 
to stop these daily recurring acts of 
violence. They are\an outrage upon the 
rights of workingmen and they are bring- 
ing reproach upon the good name of Chi- 
cago. Union men may have their griey- 
ances, but they cannot be permitted to 
settle them with brass knuckles and clubs, 
still less by the brutalities of hired thugs. 


HOW TO GET FULL MEASURE. 
The fact that most of the half bushel, 
peck, quart, and other measures now used 
by grocers and other dealers in the city hold 
less than the legal standard has recently 
been shown up by Tue Triseuns, and asa 
somewhat tardy result the City Sealer ha 
finally been roused to action. | 

He declares that the fault lies with the 
standards which are used by his office, and 
acquits the dealers of any blame in the 
matter. These standards, it is explained, 
have been used by the city for the last fif- 
teen years without any question being raised 
as to their accuracy. As Sealer Quinn esti- 
mates that the use of short measures re- 
sults in an annual loss to the consumers of 
several hundred thousapd dollars, it is of 
course clear that since the adoption of the 
short standards the total loss must run 
well up into the millions. From this time 
on Mr. Quinn declares that all measures 
must be of the regulation size. He has sent 
notices to the factories which make the 
measures sold in Chicago that they must 
hereafter conform to the statute, and will 
see to it that the Measures now in use b 
grocers are replaced by others which hol 
the proper amount. 


It is in the last decision of Sealer Quinn 


that the publie is chiefly interested. At this 
late date it would probably be impossible to 
fix definitely the blame for the loss which 
consumers of articles sold by measure have 
suffered for so many years. It would 
seem to be the duty of the City Sealet’s 
office to see that its standard measures are 
of the correct size, but if the mistake was 
originally made fifteen years ago the indi- 
vidual who is in fault would be hard to 
locate. The correction of the original error 
by the adoption of correct standards is prob- 
ably the best issue which may be hoped for. 
In this connection it should be remarked, 
however, that the quantity of potatoes, to- 
matoes, or other vegetables contained in a 
peck depends largely on the way in which | 
the measure is filled. By placing a few 
large tubers carefully in the bottom of the 
measure it may be filled with half the num- 
ber of potatoes which it would hold if they 
were packed in so as to fill all the space. 
All possibility of this kind of cheating, as 
well as all danger of loss through the use 


(of short measures, would be avoided by 
‘adopting generally the practice of selling 


goods by weight instead of by measure. 
There is often a slight difference in scales, 
but never anything like that resulting from 
the ‘use of short measures. It is worthy of

‘THE HAWAIIAN GOVERNMENT. 
The bill to provide a government for 
the Territory of Hawaii bids fair to b. 
come a lawsoon. The conference commit- 
tee, which has had the bill in its hands 
for some days, has agreed on a report, which 
the Senate has concurred in. : 
There are some features of this measure 
which will not be altogether pleasing to 
the “ruling element“ in the islands. One 
of them is the liberal suffrage. Any adult 
male citizen of the United States, who 
has been a year in the Territory and who 
ean speak, read, and write the English or 
Hawaiian language, is to be allowed to 
vote. It is estimated that about 10,000 
natives, 2,300 Portuguese, and 3,000 other 
Europeans and Americans will be given 
the ballot. Thus it will be in the power 
of the Kanakas to elect a decided majority 
of the Legislature. The original Senate 
bill, which reflected the sentiments of the 
American element, had a property qualifica- 
tion and a provision for the payment of 
all taxes, a poll tax included, before regis- 
tration. With these restrictions in force 
the voting population would be only about 
8,000. Neither the House nor the Senate 
would consent to any other restriction on 
suffrage than that of an educational qualifi- 
cation. | 
The House inserted in the bill a provision 
that all Asiatics brought into Hawaii under 


labor contract since Aug. 12, 1898, should 


depart within one year. The Senate re- 
fused to concur in this amendment, as the 
sugar planters will be pleased to learn, but 
they will not look with favor on the ex- 
tension to the new Territory of the alien 
contract labor law of. the United States. 
They wish to be at liberty to import Jap- 
anese laborers whenever they think they 
need them. Those Hawaiian laws under 
which suits could be maintained for the 
specific performance of contracts for per- 
sonal labor are all swept away by the 
Hawaiian government bill. No man can 
be imprisoned hereafter if he refuses to 
work in the fields or elsewhere as he had 
bound himself to do by contract. aes 

The bill has been improved by leaving 
out a provision that saloons for the sale 
of intoxicating drinks shall not be allowed. 


Territorial Legislature. It would be ab- 
surd for Congress to attempt to regulate 
too closely the local affairs of the Hawaii- 


ans. In its present shape the bill, as a 


whole, will be satisfactory except to those

‘WOMAN FOR UNIVERSITY TRUSTEE, 
Following the extension to women in this 
State of the right to vote for School Trus- 
tees, the practice arose of electing some 
women to the Board of Trustees of the State 
University. One-third of this unsalaried 
board are ex-officio members, and the other 
hine are elected by popular suffrage, three 
being chosen every second year’ for a term 
of six years. Beginning with 1894, one out 
of each three so elected has been a woman, 
and in accordance with the established prac- 
tice the Republican State convention, meet- 
ing early in May, will be called upon to 
name one woman among the three nom- 
inees for this board. ee

“ULYSSES 8. GRANT. 
The character and qualities of General 


| Grant are as important an element in ac- 


counting for the stupendous events of the 
civil war as are the character and quali- 
ties of President Lincoln. There is a 


strange fascination about the simple scene 


in which Lincoln and Grant met and shook 
hands for the first time at the White House 
in 1864. The war was three-fourths over, 
but when Lincoln took Grant’s small hand 
in his big clasp and said simply, “ I’m glad 
to see you, General,” the incident brought 
together the two greatest personal forces 
that had shaped this most momentous chap- 
ter in American history. The rail-splitter 
and the prop-Hauler, now become the 
greatest figures in the nation, had joined 
hands for the preservation of the union 
and the death of human slavery. 

It was no mere coincidence that these 
two men were both of the humblest pioneer 
stock from the West, and that they were 
alike simple, “plain people,” of the kind 


whom Lincoln said God must have loved,

The steady but swift rise of Grant from 
obscurity and poverty to the place of the 
military idol of the nation is a story of 


deathless interest. He had served with | 


honor in the Mexican war, but his inter- 
vening civil career had been a failure, and 
when he took command of the Twenty-first 
Illinois Volunteers he was too poor to buy 
a uniform and was the mock of practical 
jokers in the Springfield streets. But his 
fellow-citizens in, Galena knew the kindly 
heart and the power of command that lay 
behind that taciturn exterior. His regi- 
ment discovered in twenty-four hours who 
was its master. He made no fines es 
and indulged in no word of bluster, but 
by swift and just acts he showed that 
he would be obeyed. The marvelous change 
in that disorganized regiment was typical 
of the subsequent power of Grant over 
the armies of the whole nation. He was 
the master mind among all the commanders 
in the field, and step by step, despite 


jealousy and injustice, he rose by sheer | 


might of superiority. % | | 
From Belmont to Appomattex it was 
the power to do the right thing in the right 
way and at the: right instant that con- 
stituted Grant’s greatness. Men admired 
his ages ap well as his bravery, and 
his good sense as much as his modesty. No 


American has ever risen high in popular | 


esteem without all these qualities. His 
quiet force acted like magic upon every 

n and every army that saw him. The 
mere presence of the old man,” as the sol- 
diers loved to call him, was productive of 
a feeling of confidence that could wring 
victory m defeat itself. Grant never 
stormed or vituperated or swore or lost his 
temper. He never complained or answered 
charges or shirked responsibility. He was 
always ready to fight, was always sure 
of his own powers, always ready to take 
his full share of hardships and danger. 
His sympathy with his men and his pain at 
the sight of the wounded were almost 
feminine, yet he could order vast bodies 
of men into the thick of battle without a 
qualm or an instant's hesitation. His noble 
proclamation to the citizens of Paducah 
showed the sympathetic side of his nature 
and turned the tide of Kertucky sentiment 
toward the union. His “ unconditional sur- 
render” message to Buckner at Fort 
Donelson showed the stern masculinity of 


his character and caught the ear of the 


nation. ‘The two qualities together con- 
stituted the secret of his power Over men. 
In the deadly engagements at Shiloh 
something great and admirable came out 
in Grant’s nature. When others were 
thinking of retreat at the end of the first 
day’s fighting, he was only beginning to 
fight. His coolness, his alertness, his per- 
fect clarity of vision under the appalling 
strain of anxiety and bodily pain evidenced 
the great commander. There was new 
roof of this when he boldly cut loose 
from his base and plunged into the enemy’s 
country t@ capture Vicksburg. He got be- 
tween Johnston ‘and Pemberton and de- 
feated them before they could unite. He 
staked everything on his ability to take 
Vicksburg, and won. ‘Then he went to 
the aid of Rosecrans and Thomas at Chat- 


tanooga, and won the decisive victory of ö 


Missionary Ridge, and the nation at last 
recognized in him the man for supreme 


command. | 
burg, the discouraging reverses, the fearful 
strain of long waiting, and the final cap- 
ture of Richmond and of Lee's army at 
Appomattox—these all brought out into 
clearer view the same rare qualities that 
had been shown when, an obscure man, he 
compelled the respect and obedience of his 
first regiment. He was still the same 
simple, unspoiled, gentle, quiet, determined 
man—a man of the homespun sort, unaf- 
fected, sincere, resolute. In the hour of 
victory he was generous and thoughtful 
of the feelings of the brave men who had 


surrendered to him. The succeeding years 
of hero worship and political preferment 
did not spoil him, though they probably |

and the latter for it. Senator Lindsay of 
Kentucky was absent, but not paired. 


This defeated the attempted action on the 


bill, but an arrangement was made whereby 
Senator Cullom was instructed to see Sena- 


tor Lindsay and learn where he stood upon 


the question. The matter was left in such 
shape that Senator Lindsay's attitude will 
determine the action of the committee, It 
is known in advance that he will vote against 
Senator Chandler’s motion. 

Instructions were given to the chairman 
of the committee under these circumstances 
toi report the bill to the, Senate with an un- 
favorable recommendation. In this event it 
is certain no legislation of this kind will be 
adopted at this session, as the influences 
against the bill are strong enough to pre- 
vent its consideration, especially as Con- 
gress will adjourn in about six weeks.

On the other side 
were some of the largest shippers of the 
country. In their testimony before the com- 
mittee it was plainly intimated they were 
growing tired of the discrimination of the 
railroads, and threatened to bring tremen- 
dous influence to bear upon the committee 
to force it to act favorably.

Apollo Club Concert. | 
The Apollo Musical club gave its fourth 


and last concert of the season at the Au- 


ditorium last evening. The attendance 
was good, although not so large, perhaps, 
as has been seen at some of the preceding 
concerts of this series. 

The opening number on the rogram was 
Horatio W. Parker's “ the King and 
His Love,” opus 21; not one of its gifted 
author's latest efforts, but one which had 
not been heard before. This composition 
proved to be most atffactive and met with 
an excellent reception. The score is ex- 
eedingly effective throughout, with 
oments of uncommon beauty, and the 
work, as a whole, was, perhaps, the most 
enjoyable feature of the eveni The 
r solo was well sung b George 
Hamlin. 


Hoffman's “ Song of the Nora” which 
followed, grew rather tiresome before the 
end was reached. This compositifn is too 
long to be wholly successful and the con- 
cluding chorus might be considerably cur- 
tailed to advantage. On the other hand, the 
accompaniment is well scored, although it 
smacks at times of Wagner's influence, even 
as to the musical ideas which the composer 
has employed. The soloist in this number 
was Miss Helen Buckley, replacing Mme. 
Gadski, whose breach of contract came near 
to making the club na little inconvenience. 
It seems that Mme. Gadski had for some 
unexplained reason failed to learn the parts 
allotted to her on last night’s program and 
therefore declined, at almost the last mo- 
ment, to discharge the @uties to which she 
agreed as long ago as last October. But it 
may be said that the concert progressed tol- 
erably well without her, and it is proper to 
accord much credit to the plucky singer who 


stepped thus bravely into the breach and 


assymed these parts at short notice. | 
The first portion of the program concluded 
with Max Bruch's Fair Helen,“ in the solo 
part of which Charles W. Clark was nh ag 
to excellent advantage. 
The principal number of the evening was 
Massenet’s oratorio, ‘‘ Mary Magdalen,“ to 
which the entire latter half of the pro m 
was devoted. As this work, by one of the 


foremost living French composers, never 


been given here before, considerable in- 
terest was felt in its presentation, but it 
cannot to said that a first hearing was pro- 
ductive of any especially enthusiastic im- 
pression. It is readily seen to be the work 
of.a clever and scholastic musician, to whom 
the technicalities of composition and or- 
chestration offer but small difficulties. The 
score, especially the instrumental part 
thereof, is fluent and effective in a certain 
fashion. The themes are well defined and, 
from an instrumental standpoint. again, are 
plastically handled and frequently carried 
to interesting developments. But in the 
aggregate the work leans to tameness and 
monotony, and is withal devoid of any 
marked originality or striking features. It 
may be summed up as a conventional rather 
than an inspi composition, and one which 
is not likely to take a high rank in the 
Apollo club’s répertoire. The interpreta- 
tion was for the most part better than the 
work itself, and numerous rounds of ap- 
plause marked its progress, although the 
approbation manifested at no time reached 
to the point of enthusiasm. 

The orchestra, under Mr. wua s direction, 
played a good accompaniment; one of the 
best, in fact, which has been heard at any 
of the concerts of the club during the pres- 
ent season. Mr. Wild, indeed, is deserving of 
credit for having conducted the perform- 
ance as successfuliy us he did, inasmuch 
as he was obliged to direct from the plano- 
forte score, the orchestra! score being for 
some reason unobtainable. 

This number brought forward ail the able 
ists who hed been heard earlier in the even- 
ing, and also Mrs. Marshall Pease of De- 
troit. The parts were distributed as fol-

assistance she gave to the performance by 


essaying the part with so litthe time for 


preparation, 

Mrs. Marshall Pease disclosed a voice of. 
good power and flexibility and discharged 
her duties with commendable precision, 
howbeit a tendency to deviate from the 
pitch marred the excellence of ner work 
to an appreciable extent. 

Mr. Hamlin sang in his chabdctérietic 
fashion and at times mounted to considera- 
ble heights. But the music of his part was 
not of a nature to display his voice to the 


best advantage and some of the more ef- 


fective passages were not taken with entire 
certainty of attack. It is to be borne in 


mind, however, that Mr. Hamlin also as- 


sumed his part on comparatively short no- 
tice, a circumstance resulting from the II- 
ness of George Jenkins of New York, who is 
said to be incapacitated by an attack of 
scarlet fever. 

Mr. Clark sank his role in an autiſolten- 
tive manner, and it may be said with 
propriety that the solo honors fell to his 
share. He was in excellent voice and 
seemed to be entirely familiar with his lines, 
and his interpretation was characterized by 
as much effectiveness as the music of the 
score makes possible. 

Much of the work of the chorus was

‘SIX HURT IN FALL OF SHACKS. 


Three Frame Structures in State Street

Heyek, Alphonse, 2 of the Bohemian school- 
house at Goodspeed and Forty-eighth streets, re- 
cently burned. 

The apprehension of these men on the 
charge that they were engaged in the regu- 
lar. business of burning buildings by con- 
tract has caused a sensation in the south- 
western part of the city, where twenty 

“houses have been destroyed by fire during 
the last year. Ritter was an adjuster fora 
score of fire insurance companies and had 
for years enjoyed the confidence of his 

neighbors and business associates. . 


Adjuster Essential to Success. 

While Meyers is said to have displayed 
the most executive ability in the manage- 
ment of the business, an adjuster was es- 
sential to success on account of his op- 
portunities of concealing the cause of a 
fire while he was adjusting the loss. Meyers 
in his confession charged Ritter with teach- 
ing him the tricks of the incendiary trade. 
Meyers said that Ritter was the first to sug- 
gest the bunning of the house owned by 
Frank Perchal at 1836 West Fifty-first 
street. 

When brought face to face with Meyers 
at the station Ritter shook his head, as if 
failing to recognize him. The insurance 
man denied in detail the charges brought 
against him. 

Heyek was the custodian of the Bohemian 
school at Forty-eighth and Goodspeed 
streets, which was burned on March 28 
last. The fire was so caréfully planned 
that every room was a mass of flames when 


the firemen arrived. The insurance col- [ 


lected was $3,300 on the building and $800 on 
the contents. Heyek received $250 insurance 
on his effects. Meyers says he contracted 
to burn the school for $150, but received in 
the end only $35. 


Large Profits from the Work. 

Fire Inspector Conway declared that he 
was astounded at Meyers’ revelations. : 

These men had a gold mine,“ he said. 
“If they had gone on undetected they would 
have been millionaires.”’

President Grant may be said to have een 
the originator of the great state policy 
which all parties are now compelled to ac- 
cept and support—civil service reform. In 
his annual message in 1870 he urged the 
enactment of laws in this interest, and was 
the first President to inaugurate this essen- 
tial departure from the baneful ‘“ spoils 
system,“ which threatened the perpetuity 


‘of our institutions. Grant declared that“ 
‘this system * does not- werure the best mon, 


and not even fit men, for public place.“ 
this respect surely he surpassed all of his 
predecessors in 


If Grant failed in eee with re- 
spect to reconstruction measures, then in 
the Congress or the Senate of the United 
States, in all the troublous years of recon- 
struction, there, were no Republicans who 
were statesmen. They enacted the laws. 
He endeavored honestly and faithfully to 
enforce them. General Grant, even during 
the flercest days of the war, saw clearly 
‘that victory by the national arms would 
turn to ashes in our grasp unless followed 
by a complete reconciliation. His every 
word and act during and after the war was 
kindly toward the people of the South. 


tt beginning to-the close of the civil war | 


he said no word that could wound, or did 
one act toward an individual that was not 
more than kindly and generous to those 
whom he had conquered in battle. 

At Donelson, at Vicksburg, and at Appo- 
mattox, he permitted the commanding Gen- 
eral to keep his sword and officers their side 
arms. He paroled all the others, requiring 
of them only that they should go home and 
not again engage in armed rebellion until 
such time as they should be exehanged. He 
furnished all abundance of food and neces- 
sary clothing. 

In ‘the Presidential campaign of 1872 the 
writer saw tears coursing down the cheeks 
of bronzed veterans of the confederate army 
as the generous acts and kindly words 
spoken and done by General Grant towards 
the South and its people were recalled in 
their hearing. He has personal knowledge 
of thousands of those men and those who 
sympathized with them who voted for 
Grant as against Greeley. 

So, when the rabid Andrew Johnson would 
have prosecuted Lee and his officers for 
treason, Grant boldly stood forth and de- 
clared that. his agreement with them that 
they should be allowed to return to their 
homes, not to be disturbed by United States 
authority 80 long as they observed their 
paroles, was binding upon the United States 
and all of its departments, and that neither 
précedent nor any other power could 9 
it or set it aside.

This was especially true during the war. His 
height was 5 feet and 8 inches, which was 
taller than Napoleon, Nelson, Wellington, 
Farragut, or Roberts, now at the head of 
the English army in south Africa.

His hair and beard were brown and always

General Grant's domestic life was such as 
to make.a loving wife and devotedly at- 
tached children ever happy to recall it and 
tenderly to dwell upon it. Turning from the 
honors and adulations of a prostrate world, 
he found his happiness in the home circle, 
surrounded by wife, children, and friends. 

Like hington and like Lincoln, Grant 
in the true sense of the word, was a religious 
man.

They thought him a good, plain man Who 


had blundered into one or two successes and 
who therefore could not be immediately re- 
moved, but they deemed it unnecessary to 
regard his judgment, or to count upon his 
ability. His superiors made their plans 


subordinates sometimes sought to carry out 
their own campaigns in opposition or indif- 
ference to his orders, not doubting that with 
their superior intelligence they could con- 
ceive and execute triumphs which would ex- 
cuse or even vindicate their course. It is im- 
possible to understand the early history of 
the war without takfng it into account that 
neither the War department nor its im- 
portant commanders gave. Grant credit for 
intellectual ability or military genius. 

His other qualities were also rated low. 
Because he was patient, some thought it 
impossible to provoke him, and because of 
his calmness it was supposed that he was 
stolid. In battle or in campaigning he did 
not seem to care or consider so much what 
the enemy was doing as what he himself 
meant to do, and this trait to enthusiastic 
and even briNiant soldiers appeared inex- 
¢plicable. A’ great commander, it was im- 
agined, should be nervous, excitable, in- 
spiring his men and captivating his offi- 


cers; calling private soldiers by their names, 


making eloquent addresses in the field, and 
waving his drawn sword in battle. Great 
commanders had dorie all these things and 
won; and many men who could do all these 
things fancied themselves, therefore, great 
commanders. Others imagined wisdom to 
consist in science alone; they sought suc- 
cess in learged and elaborate plans, requir- 
ing months to develop when the enemy was 
immediately before them; they maneuvered 
when it was the time ‘to fight; they in- 
trenched When they should have attacked, 
and studied their books when the field should 
have been their only problem. 

Grant was like none of these, If he pos- 
sessed acquirements he appeared uncon- 
scious of them; he made no allusion to the 
schools and never hesitated to trausgress 
their rules when the occasion seemed to 
him to demand it, So he neither won men’s 
hearts by blandishments. nor affected their

It was always a sensitfFe point with Gen- 
eral Grant that in the circumstances of war 
he became the superior officer of General 
C. F. Smith, who had been commandant 
at West Point when Grant was only a stu- 
dent there. General Chetlain recalis the 
fact in his book. Describing his meeting 
with General Smith, the writer quotes the 
General: 

1 think you are acquainted with Gen- 
eral Grant?’ 

es, I replied, we are from the same 
town and I was with him a good deal just 
after the breaking out of the war. 

“He then remarked, ‘I remember the 
General well as a cadet at West Point when 
I was its commandant. He was fair-faced 
young man, modest, a fine hofgeman, and 
proficient in mathematics.’ 

General Smith had not yet met General 
Grant, owing to the latter’s absence from 
his district. A day or two after my conver- 
sation with General Smith, General Grant, 
when passing down the Ohfo in his little

GREAT GENERAL'S CAREER

nérves. Against his desire to become a 


‘professor of mathematics at West Point, 
circumstances forced him to the front of 
one of the greatest wars of history. Wash- 
ington had a soldier's instincts from boy- 
‘hood. Lincoln was a politician from his 
young manhood. Grant, above both of 
them, seemed the creature of destiny. 

At the most, the blographer who would 
make of his hero a man born to an occasion, 
has. been able to say only that Grant came of 


fighting stock. A Scotch ancestry in feudal . 


times had done its share of killing and 
plundering and defending. In America, 
scions of the old stock had fought the 
French and Indians, and the British in two 
wars. At Deerfield, O., after the close of 


the revolution, Jesse Grant was born. As 


an orphan he was brought up in the family 
of George ‘Todd of Youngstown, O., learn- 
ing the trade of tanner at Maysville, Km 
When he had established his business at 
Ravenna, O., he married Hannah Simpson, 
a Pennsylvania girl, who also was of Scotch 


ancestry. Of these two Hiram Ulysses 
Grant was born at Point Pleasant, O., on 
April 27, 1822. 


In the naming of the boy there had beena 
disagreement.- The mother had proposed 
Albert Gallatin ’’; the father was inclined 
to Theodore or * Hiram:’’; the grand- 
mother contended for- Ulysses. Hiram 
Ulysses Grant finally was decided on, but 
before the boy reached his majority fate 
had even that.

A 11 boy, unusually fond of horses, | 
’ noticeably reserved and shy, and by no 
means promising above many other country 
boys of his years, seems to be descriptive of 
the young Grant. Only as a horseman did 
he attract attention, and yet to bea good 
horseman in tlfose days was no unusual ac- 
complishment. He attended district school 
at Georgetown, to which his parents moved, 
and, save for one term in May sville Acad- 
_emy, he had no other schooling until he went 
to West Point at the age of 17. Farm work 
had developed his constitution, and long 
the surrounding country had 
broadened his vision, when, all unknown to 
the boy, the father had arranged for him to 
go to West Point Military School. 

There had been a difficulty, even, in this 
arrangement. Congressman Thomas L. 
Hamer had the right to nominate the dis- 
trict eandidate. Jesse Grant and he had 
been warm friends, but at the time were es- 
tranged on account of politics. On this ac- 
count Jesse Grant would not ask the nom- 
ination for his son, but wrote to Senator 
Thomas Morris instead. There was no other 
applicant for the place and young Grant was 
appointed, much against his will. With his 
father set upon his going, however, the son 
had no other recourse. He found consola- 
tion in the fact that it would at least ar- 
ford him the pleasure of travel. He writes: 

„ Going to West Point would give me the 
opportunity of visiting the two great cities 
of the continent, Philadelphia and New 
York.

When he was asked to sign 
the register it was found that the appoint- 
ment was for Ulysses S. Grant,“ and to 
keep the record straight young Grant ac- 
cepted the new initial—a letter that stood 
for nothing until his classmates made the 
„ U. 8.“ of his initials stand for Uncle 
Sam. Out of this grew the Sam Grant 
of some of his associates. 

Writing of his West Point course General 
Grant says: A military life had no charms 
for me and I had not the faintest idea of 
staying in the army even if I should be grad- 
uated, which I did not expect.“ He dwells 
on the uninteresting phases of the life, of his 
own lack of application to studies, and of 
the great hope of release that sprang up in 
his breast when Congress was discussing 
a bill for abolishing the academy in 1839. 

In 1843 Grant was graduated from West 
Point, standing twenty-first in a class of 
thirty-nine members. He was connected 
with the Fourth Infantry and stationed at 
Jefferson Barracks, near St. Louis, Mo. 
Near the barracks lived the family of F. T. 
Dent, a classmate of young Grant's, and 
in yisiting this friend the Brevet Second 
Lieutenant fell in love with young Dent's 
sister, Julia. If May, 1844, yoting Grant 
proposed and was accepted, but soon after 
was ordered away with his regiment to the 
Mexican border to await the impending 
clash with Mexico. Not until Aug. 22, 1848, 
were he and Miss Dent married.

In 1851 Grant and his 
regiment were ordered to the Pacific coast, 
going from New York by way of the Isthmus

N the early 508 the 
) position of Captain 
in the regular army 
carried more dignity 
with it than it does 
now. The standing 
arm was much 
smaller and such po- 
sitions fewer. From 
the life at West 
Point, from the ex- 
citements of the 
Mexican war, and 
from the easy, con- 
ventional routine of 
the garrison Captain 
Grant must have ex- 
perienced a great 
reaction in going to the drudgery of farm 
life in Missouri. 

Conditions on the coast had made his Cap- 
tain's pay inadequate for the support of 
himself and family. The rush for gold had 
populated the country beyond its agricul- 
tural capacity. Food was dear and labor 

was even dearer; a cook could not be hired 
for a Captain's pay. Then a captious, hyper- 
critical commanding officer is said to have 
made his post trritating to him. Mrs. Grant 
owned a farm near St. Louis, a present from 
her father, and it was to this haven that the 
Captain retired to take up the hard routine 


ot active farming. Of this period he wrote 


in his memoirs: 
I had no means to stock tho farm. 
house had to be built, also. I worked bard, 


never losing a day because of bad weather, 


and accomplished the object (making a liv- 
ing) in a moderate way. If nothing elee 
could be done I would load a cord of wood on 
a wagon and take it to the city forsale. I 
managed to keep along well until 1858, when 
I was attacked by fever and ague. 1 had 
suffered severely and for a long time from 
this disease while a boy in Ohio. It lasted 
now over a year, and while it did not keep 
me in the house it did interfere greatly with 
the amount of work I was able to perform. 
In the fall of 1858 I sold out my stock, crops, 
and farming utensils at auction and gave up 
farming.“

Following the experiment of farming. 
Grant opened a real estate and collection 
agency in St. Louis; taking in Harry Boggs 
as partner. Boggs was Mrs. Grant's cousin. 
The business dragged for lack of capital, 
and at a seemingly good opportunity Grant 
became a candidate for County Surveyor 
of, St. Louis County. His opponent had po- 
litical influence and beat him for the place. 
The real estate business was abandoned 
and Grant secured a minor clerkship in the 
custom-house until such time as the place 
was wanted for a political favorite. Early 
in 1860 he left St. uis for Galena, where 
— was to become clerk in his father’s 
Store. 


Thus, at the age ot 38, Ulysses S. Grant 
Was looked on by many as one of life’s fail- 
ures. He had abandoned the army, failed 
at farming and at business, and was come 
back to the leather and hardware house of 
Grant & Sons, to receive a little cold shoul, 
dering from his brothers. | 
It was an atmosphere to increase his nat- 
Ural dimdence. He was in the capacity of 
clerk, drawing a stipulated salary, and in 
line with this work he had the purchasing 
of the hides of sheep and cattle as they were 
brought in for sale to the firm. Galena re- 
calls him today as a silent, almost moody, 
man, walking to and from his duties as if 
scarcely conscious of those whom he met 
m the streets. He made few acquaintances 
other than customers and those in the same 
line of business as was his own firm. a 
As a man who had voted against Lincoln, 
who was not in sympathy with anti-slavery 
movements, and who had given up the oc- 
cupation of war, largely because he did not 
believe in it, it may be imagined, still, that 
ex-Captain Grant turned from Galena at the 
first call to arms with something more than 
the feeling of patriotism that at heart was 
his inspiration. It is small wonder that when 
he did go to the front he found it so hard. 
to secure even the modest recognition that 
he sought. 
So much had repression done for a sensitive 


“This was the first success of any im- 
portance since the beginning of the war,’ 
writes General Adam Badeau. An inferior 
force had marched boldly up to a strongly 


fortiNed post and for three days besieged 


an army larger than itself; then, after be- 
ing reinforced, it had not only defeated the 
enemy in the open field, converting what 
had nearly been disaster into brilliant vic- 
tory, but compelled the unconditional sur- 
render of one of the largest garrisons ever 
captured in war. These were considera- 
tions which naturally enough elated and 
cheered the country and absolutely inspired 
the army, depressed before by long delays 
and defeat on many fields. The gratitude 


felt toward Grant was commensurate with 


the success. He stepped at once into a na- 
tional fame.“ 


Yet almost immediately some of Grant's [ 


military superiors undertook to cast a 
shadow upon that fame. Fault was found 
with General Grant for going to Nashville 
without leave, though Nashville was in his 
military territory, and he had telegraphed 
to General Halleck that he intended to go 
unless ordered to do otherwise. Halleck 


complained to Washington. Of this treat- |

„General McClellan on this information 
ordered that I should be relieved from duty 
and that an investigation should be made 
into any charges against me.

ied to this reflection when I recall the near 
approach of the anhiversary of the birth of | 
ene whose memory the nation delights to 
Honor, whose great deeds the world appre- 
Hates and its peoples applaud—the birthday 
of General Ulysses S. Grant. 

Wo soldier of modern times rose so rapidly, 
eommanded such great armies, or was ever 
so universally successful. No soldier ever 
on #0 many victories from so brave and 
skilful an enemy, captured or destroyed so 

ny and such large armies in so brief a 
sime as did General Grant. And yet so little 
was known of him before his great achieve- 


ts. 

here are many persons living in Illinois, 
and particularly in Galena, who are certain 
that they were intimate with Captain Grant 

rior to the great war. and yet to those who 
now the facts these same persons never 
saw Captain Grant until his return home to 
Galena as the commander of our armies in 
the summer of 1865. 

Of the few living men who did know the 
General before the rebel guns opened upon 
Sumter—and they can be counted upon one’s 
Angers—there are three who knew him bet- 
ter during his brief residence in Galena than 
any others now living. These three are John 


C. Spare and Thomas M. Roberts of Galena 


and Simeon K. Miner, now residing at War- 
ren in Jo Daviess County. Through busi- 
ness and social relations these three men 
almost daily with Captain Grant, and 
they knew him as few others ever knew him. 
ey will not tell you that they saw in hima 
future President, but they will tell you that 
they saw in the Captain a man of superior 
intelligence and sterling worth. There was 
one other, a newspaper man, now at rest— 
Horace H. Houghton, once editor and pro- 
prietor of the Galena Gazette. In him Gen- 
eral Grant had no better friend nor one who 
foresaw more clearly that greatness and pre- 
dicted more accurately the future of Gale- 
na’s quiet and unassuming citizen. 


Because of a warm friendship existing 
between me and the three men named, in 
which were included Uncle Jesse,“ father 
of the Captain, and the brothers, Simpson 
and Orville, the writer came to know Captain 
Uiyeses early in 1860, when he came with 
his family to reside in Galena. He had 
many opportunities to know him better, as 
a soldier and as the President of the United 
States, before. his death, on July 23, 1888. 
Greatness, like all other good qualities, is 
eomparative, and to have been a Captain in 
the army of the United States and to have 
seen a bit of real war, as Captain Grant 
had, was in a small city like Galena a sure 
sport to greatness. The fact is that a 
Captain in the army was then to our minds 
a bigger man than the President at the 
United States seems to us now. 
That Captain Grant was a man who had

got below and took Port Gibson, Grand Gulf, 
and. vicinity, I thought you should go down 


the river and join General Banks; and when 
you turned northward, east of the Big 
Black, I fearedit was a mistake. I now wish 
to make a personal acknowledgment that 


vou were right and I was wrong.—Abraham

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NEAR ST. LOUIS AS IT STOOD BEFORE REMOVAL 


The log cabin which was built by Gen- 
etal Grant, and in ‘which he lived with 


his family for a number of years previous 
to entering his father’s store in. Illinois, is 
still in a good state of preservation. It 
stands in a small inclosure at Old Orchard, 
one of the fashionable suburbs of St. Louis, 
about two miles from the place where 
it was erected. Edward Joy, its owner, 
removed it from the old Dent farm to its 
present site in 1891. The slight changes 
which were unavoidable in removing the 


structure, piece by piece, aré hardly no- 


ticeable, and the house stands practically 
as it was planned and constructed by 
Grant. However, time has wrought a 


greater change.

The original clapboard roof rotted away 
several years ago and the more modern 
pine shingle roof has taken its place. The 
bid logs have turned black with age and 
are beginning to decay where they are ex- 
posed to the weather. The mud daub- 
ing that used to fill the cracks between 
the logs, which was held in place by the 


“ chinking,” has given place to mortar. 


These slight alterations, with the insertion 
ne tube and the electric wires

for lighting purposes, comprise the-inno- 
vations. The general appearance of the 
entire building has been well preserved

Close Views of the Life and Character of Grant as 


Shown in His Writings and His 


Personal Correspondence. 


I do not believe I ever would have the 
Courage to fight a duel. If any man should 
wrong me to the extent of my being willing 
to kill him I would not be willing to give 
him the choice of weapons with which it 
should be done, and of the time, place, and 
distance separating us when I executed him. 
If I should do another such a wrong as to 
justify him in killing me I would make any 
reasonable atonement in my power, if con- 
vinced of the wrong done. I place my op- 
position to dueling on higher grounds than 


any here stated. No doubt a majority of the 


duels fought have been for want of moral 
courage on the part- of those engaged to 
decline. 


» 


Experience proves that the man who ob- 
structs a war in which his nation is engaged, 


no matter whether right or wrong, occu- 


pies no enviable place in life or history. 
Better for him, individually, to advocate 
war, pestilence, and famine than to act as 
obstructionist to war already begun. The 
history of the defeated rebel will be honor- 
able hereafter compared with that of the 
Northern man who aided him by conspiracy 
against his government while protected by 
it. The most favorable posthumous history 
the stay-at-home traitor can hope for is— 
oblivion. | 
‘What General Taylor’s feelings were dur “- 
ing this suspense I do not knéw; but for 
myself, a young Second Lieutenant, who 
had never heard a hostile gun before, I felt 
sorry that I had enlisted. A great many 
men when they smell battle afar off chafe 
to get into the fray. When they say 80 
themselves they generally fail to convince 
their hearers that they are as anxious as 
they would like to make believe, and as they 
approach danger they become more sub- 
dued. This rule is not universal, for I have 


‘known a few men who were always aching 


for a fight when there was no enemy near 
who were as good as their word when the 
battle did come. But the number of such 
men is smal. 
The battles of Palo Alto and Resaca de la 
Palma seemed to us engaged as pretty im- 
portant affairs; but we had only a faint 
conception of their magnitude until they 
were fought over in the North by the press 
and the reperts came back to us.

But 
all secret, o&th-bound political parties are 
dangerous to any nation, no matter how 
pure or how patriotic the motive and prin- 
ciples which first bring them together.

political party can or ought to exist when 


one of its corner-stones is opposition to free- 
dom of thought and to the right to wor- 
ship God according to the dictates of one’s 
own conscience, or according to the creed 
of any religious denomination whatever. 
Nevertheless, if a sect sets up its laws as 
binding above the State laws, wherercter the 
two come in conflict this claim must be re- 
sisted and suppressed at whatever cost. 


The sdceding States had cried lustily, 


„Let us alone; you have no constitutional 


power to interfere with us.“ Newspapers 
and people at the North reiterated the cry. 
Individuals might ignore the constitution, 
but the nation itself must not only obey 
it, but must enforce the strictest construc- 
tion of that instrument—the construction 
put upon it by the Southerners themselves. 
The fact is the constitution did not apply 
to any such contingency as the one exist- 
ing from 1861 to 1865. Its framers never 
dreamed of such a contingency occurring. 
If they had foreseen it the probabilities are 
they would have sanctioned the right of a 
State or States to withdraw rather than 
that there should be war between brothers. 
The framers were wise in their generation 
and wanted to do the best possible to se- 
eure their own liberty and independence, 
and that also of their descendants to the 
latest days. It is preposterous to suppose 


that the people of our generation can lay 


down the best and only rules of government 
for all who are to come after them, and 
under unforeseen contingencies. ... 
The fathers themselves would have been the 
first to declare that prerogatives were not 
irrevocable. They would surely have re- 


sisted secession could they have lived to see 


the shape it assumed. | 

I was no clerk, nor had I any experience 
to become one. The oniy place I ever found 
in my life to put a paper so as to find it 
again was either a side coat pocket or the 
hands of a clerk or secretary more careful 


than myself. | 


As we approached the brow of the hill 
from which it was expected we could see 
Harris’ camp and possibly find his men 
ready formed to meet us, my heart kept get- 
ting higher and higher unt it felt to me 
as though it was in my throat.

I never forgot that 
he had as much reason to fear my forces as 
I had his. The lesson was valuable. 


Every one has his superstitions. One of 
mine is that in positions of great responsi- 
bility every one should do, his duty to the 
best of his ability Where assigned by com- 
petent authority, without application or the 
use of influence to change his position.

In time of war the President, being by the 


constitution the commander-in-chief of the 


army and navy, is responsible for the se- 
lection of commandérs. He should not be 
embarrassed in making his selections. I 
having been selected, my responsibility end- 
ed with my doing the best I knew how. If 


I had sought the place or obtained it, 


through personal or political influence, my 
belief is that I would have feared to under- 
take any plan of my own conception and 
would probably have awaited direct orders 
from my distant superiors.

“The present statue is the second one 
completed by the sculptor under his con- 
tract with the Grand Army of the Republic 
commitfee,” said Mr. Burdett. The first 
one was rejected on the ground that the 
likeness to its distinguished subject was not 
sufficiently ‘literal. The contract had re- 
quired that the General should be repre- 
sented as he was during the period of the 
war. This it did, but the more distinct mem- 
ory of him was of the period of his Pregi- 
dency and subsequently, and that recollee- | 
tion of him prevailed to the discredit of the 
statue. The present statue happily com- 
promises this difficulty, so that those who 
remember him in his last days will recognize 
his face and form, and his comrades, who 
knew him and wish to recall him as he was 
in war and in peace, also will be gratified, 
Steps are now being taken to arrange for the 
final presentation of the statue, at which

In fifty years the main street of Galena has 


not changed in physical aspects. As of 
minor significance, the old settler points to 


the hotel which still is the landmark of the 


place and recalls that two useless stories 
were torn off it a few years ago. He points 
out the old market-house, built in 1844, from 
which the market men long since disappear- 
ed, leaving its top floor to city offices, and its 
open square to the waiting teams of farmers. 
He récalis the levee, where in the palmy days 
of the Mississippi boatmen river steamers 
tied up loading and unloading; where the 
roustabout drank, and fought, and robbed, 
and murdered; where the commercial glory 
of Galena had its center and its well-spring. 
He will tell you, even, of the time when the 
first railroad was built from Galena to Chi- 
cago; of the meeting of representatives of 
the two places at some point between when 
the road was finished; of the speechmaking, 
and of that particular speech in which a 
prominent citizen of Galena expressed the 
hope to the Chicago delegation that one day 
Chicago might be as big and as prosperous 
as Galena was. 

But in the long, main street of Galena 
today there are only rumblings of farmers’ 


- Wagons and the clump of feet on the wooden

Only George Washington and General 
Grant Have Held Full Rank—Winfield 
Scott in Brevet Rank. 


On March 2, 1864, the United States Senate 
in executive session confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Major General Grant to be Lieuten- 
ant General of the armies. 

. This appointment was a signal honor. 

Only twice before in the history of the coun- 
try had the grade been considered. In 1798, 
owing to strained relations with ce, the 
United States Congress conferred the rank 
upon George Washington. At his death the 
position lapsed. 

Between the years 1849 and 1852 persistent 
efforts had been made to revive the rank of 

Lieutenant General,

recognition of his services in the Mexican
